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Tukpa language 


Tukpa, also known as Nesang, is a Tibetic language spoken in the 
Laha ul and Spiti region of H imachal Pradesh, India. It forms a 
closely knit group with other Lahuli-Spiti languages, and is fairly 
close to Standard Tibetan.^ 
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
